"In 1729, 
two young men in England, reading the 
Bible, saw they could not be saved 
without holiness:' followed after it, and 
incited others so to do. In 1737, they 
saw, likewise, that men are justified be- 
fore they are sanctified : but still holi- 
ness was their object, God then thrust 
them out to r^se a holy people."* 
In- the year 1769, Philip Embury, a 
• TliwB are the words of Me»8r9."WB3!By them- 
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settled in Frederic County, in the State of 
Marylajid, and, preaching there, formed 
some societies. The first Methodist 
Church was built m New ¥ork in 1768 
or 1769; and in J769 Richarfl Board- 
man and Joseph Pilnioor came to New- 
York, who were the.first regular Meth- 
odist Preachers on the continent. In 
the latter end of the year 1771 Franda 
Asbury and Richard Wright of the 
same order. came over. 

We believe that God's design in rais- 
ing up the Preachers tailed Methodists 
in America, was to reform the continent 
and spread Scripture holiness over thesa 
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lands. As a proof hereof we have seen 
dnce that time a great ^d glorious 
work of God from New Yorlc through 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
Maryland, Virginia, North and South 
Carolina, and Georgia, as also of late to 
the extremities of tho Western and 
Eastern States. 

We esteem it our duty and privilege 
most earnestly to recommend to you, 
as members of our Church, o«r form 
OP DisciPLnjB, which has been founded 
on the experience of a long series of 
years, as also on the observations and 
remarks we have made on ancient and 
modem Churches. 

We wish to see this little publica. 
Ijon in the house of every Methodist, 
and the more so as it contains the arti- 
cles of religion, maintained more or 
less, in part or in whole, by every re- 
formed Church in iJie world. 
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Far from wishing you to te ignorant 
of any of oifr doctrines, or any part of 
our Discipline, we desire you to read, 
mark, learn, and inwardly digest the 
whole. You ought, next to the word of 
God, to procure the articles aad canons 
of the Church to ■which you belong. 
This present edition is small aad cheap, 
and we can assure you that the profits

mSTORT OF THE ORIGIN OF THE 
METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 
TBb preachers and members of our so- 
ciety in general, being convinced that there 
was a great deficiency' of vital religion in 
the Ohnrch of England in America, and 
being in many places destitute of the 
Christian, Sacraments, as several of the 
clergy had forsaken their Churches, re- 
quested the late Rev. John Wetley to taie 
Bttch measures, in his wisdom and prudence, 
as wonid afford them suitable relief in 
their distress. 

In consequence of this, our venerable 
friend, who, under God, had been the fe- 
ther of the great revival of religion how 
extending over the earth, by the means of

the Methodists, determined to ordain min- 
IBters for America ; and for this pnrpMe, 
in the year 1784, sent over three regularly 
ordained clei-gy : hut preferring the episco- 
pal mode of Church government to any 
other, he solemnly set apart, hy the impo- 
sition of his hands and prayer, one of them, 
namely, Thomoi Goie, Doctor of flivil Law, 
late of Jesus College, in the Uniyersity of 
Oxford, and a presbyter of the Ohnrch of 
England, for the episcopal office ; and hav- 
ing delivered to him letters of episcopal 
orders, commissioned and directed him to 
set apart Francig Aibury, then general 
assiatantof the Methodist Society in Amer- 
ica, for the same episcopal ofBce; he, the 
said Franm Asbury, being first ordained 
deacon and elder. In consequence of 
which, the said Francu Asbunf waa 
solemnly set apart for the said episcopal 
office by prayer, and the imposition of the 
hands of the sdd rAomtw Ooi:e, other reg- 
ularly ordained ministers assisting in the 
sacred ceremony. At which time the 
Gieneral Conference^ held at Baltimore, did 
nnaaimously receive the said Themo) Cole 
and I¥amjyU Aslury as their bishops, being 
fiiUy satisfied of the vtdidity of their epis- 
copal ordination.

T. Tht Suffiekne}/ of the Soly Scriptures 

for Salvation. 

The Holy Scriptures contain all things 
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neMssary to salvation ; so that whatsoever 
13 not read therein, nor. may he proved 
thereby, is not to he required of any man, 
that it should he believed as an article of 
faith, or he thonght requisite or necessary 
to Haivation. In the name of the Holy 
Scripture, we do nnderstand those canoni- 
cal books of the Old and New TeatamenI, 
of whose authority was never any donht in 
the^Ohurch.

VI. Of the OU Testament. 
The Old Testament is not contrary to 
the New ; for both in the Old and Kew 
Testaiaent everlasting life is offered to 
mankind by Christ, who is the only Medi- 
ator between God and man, being both 
God and man. Wherefore they are not to 
be heard who feign that the old fathers did 
look only for tranatory promises. Althongh 
the law given from God by Moses, as 
touching ceremonies and rites, doth not 
bind Christians, no* ought the civil pre- 
cepts thereof of necessity be received in 
any commonwealth ; yet, notwithstanding, 
no Ghristian whatsoever is free from the 
obedience of the commandments which are 
calM moral. 
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Til. OJ Original or Birth Sin. 
Original sin stnndeth not in the following 
of AJain, (as tlie Peln^ans do vaiiJj talk,) 
but it is tlie corruption of tlie nature of 
every man, tliat naturally ia engendei-ed 
of tlie olFspring of Adam, whereby man ia 
very far gone from originnl rigliteoLi.-iness, 
and of liis own nuture inciiued to evil, and 
tliat continually. 

VIII. O/M'ee Will. 
The condition of man after the fall of 
Adam is such, tliat he cannot turn and 
prepare himself, by his own natural 
strength and works, to faitli, and cdling 
upon God; wherefore we have no power 
to do good works, pleasant and acceptable 
to God, without tlie grace of God by 
Christ preventing ne, that we may have a 
good will, and working with us, when we 
have tliat good will. 

IX. 0/ the Justification, of Man. 
We are accounted righteous before God, 
only for the merit of our Lord and Suvionr 
Jesus Chiist by faitli, and not for our own 
works or deservings. Wlierefore, that we 
we justified by fwth only, is a most whole- 
some doctrine, and very full of comjfort, 
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20 AmiOLBS OP Eblisioh. Part I, 

X. Of Good Wor^ 
Although good works, which are the 
froits of Mth, and follow after justiflcatiot, 
cannot put away our aina, and endure the 
Esverity of God's judgraents ; yet are thej 
pleasing and acceptable to God in Christ, 
and Bpring oat of a true and lively faith, 
insomuch that by them a lively fMth may 
be as evidently known as a tree is discern- 
ed by ila fmit. 

XI, Of Wor&« of SupeveTogaiion. 
Yoluntary works, besides, over, and 
above God's commandments, which ace 
c^ed works of supererogation, cannot be 
taught without arrogancy and impiety. 
For by them men do declare that they do 
not only render unto God as mncli as they 
are bomid to do, but that they do more for 
his Bake flian of boonden duty is required : 
whereas Christ saJth plainly, When ye 
have done all that is commanded you, say. 
We ace ni^rofitable servants. 

SII. Of Sin after Jmtiflcation. 

Not every sin willingly committed after 

justification is the sin agdnst the Holy 

Ghost, and unpardonable. Wherefore, 

the grant of repentance ia not to be denied 
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Ch. i, §2. Aetiowb OF iiBusiotr. 31 

to sucli as fall into sia after justification : 
after we have receiTed the Holy Ghost, wo 
may depart from grace given, and fall into 
Bin, and, by the grace of God, rise again and 
amend our lives. And therefore they are to 
be condemned who say they can no mora 
sin as long as they live here ; or deny the 
place of forgiveness to such as truly repent. 

XIII. Of the Church. 

The visible Ghnrch of Christ*is a con- 
gregation of faithful men, in which the 
pure word of Gfod is preached, and the 
sacraments duly administered, according to 
Christ's ordinance, in all those things that 
of necessity are reijuieite to the same. 

XIV. Of FnrgaUry. 

The Romish doctrine concerning pnrgar 
tory, pardon, worshiping, and adoration, 
fts well of images as of relics, and alao in- 
Tocation of saints, is a fond thing, yainly 
invented, and gromided upon no warrant of 
Scripture, hntrepugnant to the word of God. 

XV. Of speaMnff in the Congregation in 

such a Tongue as the People vnderatand. 

It is a tiling plainly repngnant to the 

word of God, and the custom of the primi-

tne Church, to have public prayer in the 
Church, or 'to minister the sacraments, in 
a tongue not nnderatood bj the people. 

SVl. OftheSatyramenU. 

Sacraments, ordained of Christ, are not 
only hadges or tokens of Christian men's 
profession ; hut rather they are certiun 
signs of grace, and God's gooil will toward 
us, by the .which he doth work invisibly in 
ns, and doth not only quicken, but also 
strengthen and confirm oar faith iii him. 

There are two sacraments ordsined of 
Christ our Lord in the Gospel ; that ia to 
say, Baptism and the Supper of the Lord. 

Ibose five commonly called sacraments, 
thatistosay cjnErmation penance, orders, 
matrimony and extreme imction, are not 
to he counted tor sacraments of the Gospel, 
being such as have partly grown out of the 
corrupt following of the apostles; and 
partly are states of life allowed in the 
Scriptures, but yet have not the like nature 
of Baptism and the Lord's Supper, because 
they have not any visible sign or ceremony 
ordained of God. 

The sacraments were not ordained of 
Christ to he gazed npon, or to be carried 
about ; but that we should duly use them. 
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Ch.i,gl. AfiMctBa OF RBLiaioiT, 38 

And in such only as worthily receive the 
same, they have a wholesome effect or 
operation : but they that receive them nn- 
worthily, purchase to themselves CMidem- 
natlon, as St. Paul saith. 1 Cor. xi, 29, 

SVn. Of Baptism. 
Baptism is not only a sign of profe^ion, 
and mark of diiTerence, whereby Oliristians 
are distinguished from others that are not 
baptized ; but it is also a sign of regenera- 
tion, or the new birth. The baptism of 
young children is to be retained in the 
Ohurch. 

XVIir. 0/ the Lord's Supper. 

The Supper of the Lord is not only a 
sign of the love that Christians oi^ht to 
have among themselves one to another, 
but rather is a sacrament of our redemp- 
tion by Christ's death ; insomuch that, to 
Kueh as rightly, worthily, and with feith 
receive the same, the bread which we break 
is a partaking of the body of Christ; and 
likewise the cup of blessing is a partaking 
of the blood of Christ, 

Transubstantiation, or the change of the 
substance of bread and wine in the Supper 
of our Lord, cannot be proved by Holy Writ, 
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Wt IB repngnant to the plain words of 
SCTJptare, overthroweth the nature of a 
sacrament, and hath given occasion to 
many Bnperstitions. 

Til b dy of Christ ia given, taken, and 
at n in the Supper, only after e. heavenly 
nl p tual manner. And the means 
wh hy the body of Chriat is received and 

t n m the Supper, is faith. 

Th sa rament of tiie Lord's Supper was 
not by Christ's ordinance reserved, earned 
aboat^ litted up, or worshiped. 

Xrs. Of hcth Kinds. 
The cup of the Lord is not to be denied 
to the lay people ; for both the parts of 
the Lord's Supper, by Christ's ordinance 
and oommandment, onght to be adminis- 
tered to all Christians aliie. 

XX. Of the OTte Oblation of Christ, finished 
upon the Crom. 
The offering of Christ, onc« made, is 
that perfect redemption, propitiation, and 
satisfaction for all the Bins of the whole 
world, both original and actual; and there 
is none other satisfaction for sin but that 
alone. . "Wherefore the saorifioe of masses, 
in the which it is commonly said that the 
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priest dcFth offer Christ for the quick and 
the dead, to have remission of pain or guilt, 
ia a blasphemous fable, and dangerous 
deceit, 

SXI, Of the Ma/rriage «f MiimUrs. 
The ministers of Christ are not com- 
manded by God's law either to vow the 
estate of single life, or to abstain from 
marrioge ; therefore it is lawfnl for them, 
aa for all other Christians, to marry at 
their own disoretioq, as they shall jndge 
the same to serve best to godliness. 



It ia not necessary that rites and cere- 
monies should in all places be the same, or 
exactly alike ; for they have been always 
different, and may be changed according to 
the diversity of countries, times, and men's 
manners, so that nothing be ordained 
ag^nst God's word. Whosoever, through 
his private Judgment, wiEingly and pnr- 
posely doth openly break the rites and 
ceremonies of the Ohurdli to which he 
belongs, which are not repugnant to the 
word \£ God, and are ordained and ap- 
proved by common authority, ought to be 
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rebnked openly, that otiiers itiay fear to do 
the like, as one that olfendeth against the 
ooinmoa order of tlie Ohiircii, and wouad- 
eth the consciences of weak brethren. 

Every particular Ohureh may ordain, 
change, or nbolisli rites and oerctnonleg, bo 
that all tilings may he done to ediScatlon. 



The president, tlie congress, the general 
assemblies, the governors, and the counoila 
of state, oS the deUgatm of the people, are 
the rulers of tlie United States of America, 
according to the division of power made to 
them by the Constitution of the United 
States, and by the constitutions of their 
respective states. And the said states are 
a sovereign and independent nation, and 
ought not to be subject to any foreign 
jurisdiction.* 

* As fur HB it rospeots civil nffiurs, wo liellovo 
it the duty of Cliristiuna, and espeeinliy all 
Christian minlstora, to be siibjoot \a tlio Biipreme 
iuUiority of tho coiiutry wliero thoy iiiny tcaido, 
. BUdtonitB all laiidaltlemaiiiiiiM o)(joinolMdionce 
ta Ihe powers that Ik ; and tliuroforu it is expect- 
ed tbat all our proochcrs and people, who' may 
be under the Brkinh or any otiicr govcrDiiient, 
vin bohuve thcuiEulvos as pcaccablo and «rdoTly 
mbjects. 
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SXIV. Of Clirktian Men's Gm3i. 
The riches and goods of Cluistians are 
not common, as touchiDg tlie riglit, title, 
and possession v.f tlie same, as some do 
felsely boast. NotwithstEuding, every man 
ought, of euch things as lie possesseth, 
liberally to give alms to the poor, accord- 
ing to his ability. 

XXV. Of a Ohrktian Man's Oath. 
As we confess that vain and rash swear- 
ing is forbidden Cliristiad men by our 
Lord JesHS Clirist and James his apostle; 
80 we judge that the Christian rdigion 
doth not prohibit, but tiiat a man may 
Bwear wlien the magistrate requireth, in a 
canse of faith and charity, so it be done 
according to the propliet's 
justice, judgment, aud truth, 

SECTION IL 
The General Rules. 



(1) In the latter end of the year 1T39, 
eight or ten persons came to Mr. Wesley in 
London, who appeared to he deeply con- 
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viiiMd of sin, and eamestl? groaning for 
redemptioli. They desired (as did two or 
tliree more tte next day) tliat lie would 
spend some tiiBe with, them in prayer, and 
advise them how to flee ii^m the wrath to 
come ; which they saw continually hang' 
iiig over their heads. TJiat he nught have 
more time for this great work, he appoint- 
ed a day when they might all oome togeth- 
er; which from thenceforward they did 
every week, namely, on Thwrsday, in the 
evening. To these, and as many more as 
desired to join with them, (for their num- 
her increased daily,) he gave those advices 
from time to time which he judged most 
needful for them ; and they always con- 
cluded their meeting with prayer suited to 
their several necessities. 

(3) This was the rise of the United 8o- 
oiBTT, first in Europe, and then in America. 
Such a society is no other than " o, com- 
party ^ men having the form and seeking 
the power of godliness, united in order to 
pray together, to receive the word of «s- 
Tiortation, and to Katch over one awitheir in 
love, that they may help each other to worh 
out their sahation." 

(3) That it may the more easily be dU- 
cemed whether they are indeM. working 
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Ont their own salvation, each aocietj' ia 
divided into smaller eompaniea, called 
classes, according to their respecliTe places 
of abode. There are about twelve persons 
in a class ; one of whom is stjLed the lead- 
er. It is his datj, 

I. To see each person in his class once a 
week at least ; in order, 

I. To inquire how their souls prosper, 
S, To advise, reprove, comfort, or ex- 
hort as occasion may require. 

3. To receive what they are willing to 
give toward the reEef of the preachers, 
Church, and poor.* 

II. To meet the ministers and the stew- 
ards of the society once a week ; in order, 

1. To inform the minister of any that 
are sick, or of any that walk disorderly, 
and will not be reproved. 

2. To pay the stewards what thoy have 
received of t]ieir several classes in the 



(4) There isonly one condition previous- 
ly required of those who desire admission 
into these societies, " a desire to flee from 
the wrath to come, and to be saved from

(5) It is expected of all who continue in 
these societies, that they should continue 
to evidence their desire of salvation, 

Secondly, By doing good ; by being in 
CTery kind merciful after thdr power; us 
they have opportunity, doing good of 
every possible sort, and, as far as possible, 
to all men. 

To their bodies, of the ability which God 
pveth, by giving food to the hungry, by 
clothing the naked, by visiting or helping 
them that are sick or in prison. 

To their Houla, by instructing, reproving, 
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or exhorting all we have aoj intercourse 
with ; trampling under foot that entlmsiaa- 
tic doctrine, that " we are not to do good 
unless our Jimfts he free to iV 

Ej- doing good, especially to them that 
are of the honsehold of faith, or groaning 
BO to be; employing tiem preferably to 
others; buying one of another; helping 
each other in bnsiness; and so mnch the 
more because the world will love its own, 
and them only. 

By all possible diligeTue and fmgality, 
that the Gospel be not blamed. 

By running with patience the race which 
is set before them, denying themselves, and 
taking up their arois daily ; submitting to 
hear the reproach of Christ, to be as the 
filth and oflsconring of th^ world; and 
looking that men should say all manner of 
eHl of them fahely for the Lord'g mhe. 

(6) It is espected of all who desire to 
oontinne in these societies, that they should 
continue to evidence their desire of salva- 
tion,

(7) Tliese are thegeneral rulesof onrBO- 
cieties ; all wiiich we are tauglit of God to 
observe, even in his written word, whieb 
is the only mle, anii the sufficient rule, 
both of our faith and practice. And ail 
these we know his Spii'it writes on truly 
awakened hearts. If there he any among 
Its who ohserve them not, who habitually 
break any of them, let it he known unto 
them who watch over that soul aa they 
who must give an account, "We will ad- 
monish him *of the en-or of his ways. Wo 
will bear with him for a season. , But if 
then he repent not, he hatli no more placo 
among us.

Quest. 1. Are all yonug children entitled 
to baptism? 

Ansv). We hold that al! children, by vir- 
tue of the nnconditiontil benefits of the 
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atonement, are memberB of the tingdom 
of God, and, therefore, graoiondy entitled 
to baptism ; but as infant baptism contem- 
plates a course of religions instmction and 
discipline, it is expected of all parents or 
guardians who present their children for 
baptism, that they nae all diligence in 
brining them up in conformity to the 
word of God, and they shonld- be solemnly 
adnionished of this obligation, and earnest- 
ly exhorted to faithfulness therein. 

Quest. 2. What is (he relation of bap- 
tized children to the Church? 

Jm«o. We regard all children who have 
been baptized, as placed, in visible covenant 
relation to God, and under th6 special care 
and sn^ervision of the Church. 

Quest. 3. What shall be done for the 
baptized children of onr Church? 

Aniw. 1, The preacher in charge shall 
preserve a full and aoenrate register of the 
names of all the baptize^ children within 
his pastoral care ; the dates of their birth, 
baptism, their parentage, and places of 
residence. 

An»iB. 3. As early as they shall be able 
to understand, let them be taught the na-

ral Coriferenee at any time, to be coustitnt- 
ed in tlie usual way, 

3. At all times when, tlie General Con- 
ference is met, it siiall take two tliii'ds of 
the I'epresentatives of all tlie Annua! Con- 
ferences to make a quorum for transacting 
business. 

4. One of the general enperintendenta 
sliali preside in the General Conference ; 
but in cose no general superintendent he 
present, tlie General Conference shall 
choose a president pro tem. 

6, The General Conference may try ap- 
peals from members of Annnal Conferences 
who may have been censured, suspended, 
expelled, or located witjiont tlieir consent, 
by a committee embracing not less than 
fifteen of its members, nor more than one 
member from eacli delegation, who, in the 
presence of a Bishop presiding, and one or 
more of the Secretaries of the Conference 
keeping a fiuthful record of all the prc- 
ceedings liad, shall have full power to bear 
and determine the case, subject to the rules 
and regulations which govern the said 
Oonferer.ce in such proceedings, and the 
records made and the papers submitted in 
such trials shall be presented to the Con- 
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ference, and be filed and preaeryed with 
the papers of tJiat body. 

6. The General Conference Bhall have 
ftU powers to make mlea and regulations 
for our Chnrch, nnder the following limit- 
ations and restrictions, namely : 

1. The General Oonferenoe Ehall not re- 
voke^ alter, or change onr Articles of 
Eeligion, nor eatablish any new stand- 
ards or rnlea of doctrine contrary to our 
present esiating and established standards 
of doctrine. 

2. They shall not allow of more thaji one 
representative for every fourteen mem% 
hers of the Annual Conference, uor td- 
low of a leas number than one for every 
forty-five; provided, nevertheless, that 
when there shall be in any Annual Con- 
ference a fraction of two thirds the 
number which shall be fixed for the ratio 
of reprtsentation, such Annual Confer- 
ence shall be entitled to an additional 
delegate for such fraction; and provided, 
also, that no Conference aball be denieC 
the privilege of two delegatea, 

8. They shall not change or alter any pwt 
or role of our government, so as to do 
away epiacopaer,_or destroy tie plan of 
onr itinerant general snperintendency.

How little 
faith is tliere ^mo'cg U3 1 How little com- 
niimion with God 1 How .little llring in 
hearen, walking in eternity, deadness to 
evei'j creature I How much love of tho 
woildl Desire of plgaanre, of eaae, of get- 
ting money I How little brotherly lovel 
What continnal judging one anotlier 1 
What gossiping, evil-speaking, tale-bearing! 
What want of moral honesty 1 To instance 
only one particular: Wlo does as he would 
be done by in buying and selling? 

2. Family religion is wanting in many 
brandies. And wliat avails public preach- 
ing alone, though we could preach like 
angels! We must, yea, every traveling 
preacher must instruct the people from 
house to house. Till this be done, and that 
in good earnest, Methodists will be no better. 

Our religion is not sufficiently deep, uni- 
versal, uniform; but superficial, partial, 
uneven. It will be so till we spefld half 
as much time in this visiting as we now Ao 
in talking uselessly. Can we find a better 
method of doing this than Mr, Baxter's? 
If not, let H3 adopt it without delay. His 
whole tract, entitled, Qildaa Silvianut; 
or, Thh S^/ormed Pastor, is well worth a 
careful perusal. Speaking of this visiting 
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from house to house, lie says, (p. 851,) 
"Ve shall find many Linderances, both in 
ourselves and the people." 

1. In ourselves there is mnch dullness 
nnd laziness, so that there will be much 
ado to get us to be faithful in the work. 

3, We have a base, man-pleasing temper, 
60 tliat we let them perish rather than lose 
their love ; we let them go quietly to hell 
lest we should offend them. 

5. Some of us have a foolish bashfulness. 
We know not how to begin, and blush tc 
contradict the devil. 

4. But the greater hinderanee is weak- 
ness of faith. Our whole motion is weak, 
because the spring of it is weak. 

6. Lastly, we are unskillful in the work. 
How few know how to deal with men, ao 
as to get wiUiin them, and suit all our dis- 
course to their several conditions and tem- 
pers ; to choose the fittest subjects, and 
follow them with a holy mixture of serious- 
ness, terror, love, and meekness I 

But undoubtedly this private application 
13 implied in those solemn words of the 
apostle : " I cliarge thee before God -and 
the Lord Jesus Christ, who shall judge the 
quick and the dead at his appearing, preach 
the word : bo instant in season, out of sea' 
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son : reprore, rebuke, extort, with all long- 
suffering." 

brethren, if we could but set this 
"work on foot in al! our societiiM, anU pros- 
ecute it zealously, wliat glory wouid re- 
dound to God! If the common liikewann- 
nees were banished, and every shop, and 
every house, busied in speaking of the 
word and works of God, svu-ely God would 
dwell in our habitations, and make us his 
delight. 

And this ia absolutely necessary to the 
welfare of our people, some of whom nei- 
ther repoct nor believe to this day. Look 
round, and see how many of them ai-e still 
in apparent dangef of damnation. Andhow 
can you walk and talk, and bo merry with 
snch people, when you know their case? 
When you look them in the face, you should 
break forth into tears, as the prophet did 
when he looked upon Ua^ael, and then set 
on them with the most vehement exhorta- 
tions. 0, for God's sake, and the sake of 
poor souls, bestir yourselves, and spare 
no pains that may conduce to their sal- 
vation I 

What cause have we to bleed before the 
Lord that we have so long neglected this 
jood work ! If wo had but engaged in it 
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sooner, hovr many more migtt have been 
bronght to Oijristl And how much holier 
and happier might our Booieties have been 
before now I And why might we not have 
done it sooner! There were manj hin- 
derancea; aiideotherealwajswillbe. But

What are the duties of the 
Elder, Deacon, or Preacher who has the 
. special charge of a circuit ! 

JjMW. 1. To see that the other Preachers 
in his circuit behave well, and .want noth- 
ing. 

2. To renew the tioketa for the admission 
of memhers into love-feast quarterly. 

3. To meet the.Stewards aad Leaders aa 
often as possible. To hear reports from 
leaders of any that are sick, of any that 
walk disorderly and will not be reproved, 
or of any that willfully neglect the means 
of grace. 

The Leaders' Meeting may recommend 
proper persons for admission into full con- 
nection ; to recommend proper persona for 
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license to exhort, or for license to preach ; 
also to hear reports from the Stewards. 

4. To appoint aH the Leaders, to change 
them when he sees it necessary, and to es- 
amine e^jph of them, with all possible ex- 
actness, at least once a qnarter, concerning 
his method of mooting a class. 

5. To receiyf, try, and espel members, 
according to the form of Discipline. 

6. To hold watch-nights and love-feasts, 

7. To hold qnarterly meetings in the 
absence of the Presiding Elder. 

8. To take care that every society be 
luly snpplied with books. 

9. To take an exact account of all tho 
matters specified in part ii, chap, i, § 3, and 
report them to tho Annual Conference, that 
ttieir number may be printed in the Minutes, 

10. To give an account of his circuit 
overy quarter to hia Presiding Elder. 

11. To report at each quarterly meeting 
the names of those who have been re- 
ceived into the Chnrch or eicluded there- 
from during the qnarter; also the names 
of those who have been received or dis- 
missed by certificate, and of those who hare 
died or have withdrawn from onr Church. 

13. To esamme the accounts of all the 
Stewards. 
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13. To appoint a person to receive the 
quarteriy collection in tLe claas^. 

14. To see that pvblie collections be 
made qnarterlr, if need be. 

15. To encourage tie support of missiona*

with the amonnt raised for the =apport of 
misBions, and for the pullifjition «t Bibles 
and tintt? 

20 To take an annual collection m eich 
of his appointments inbchall of the Sunday-

31. To raise a yeaidy subscription in 
those circuits that can hear it, for building 
chni'ches and paying the debts of those 
which have been already erected. 

23. To choose a committee of lay mem- 
bers to make a just application of the 
money where it 13 most wanted. 

Quest. 2. What other directions shall we 
pve him! 

Answ. SeYeral. 

1. To take a regular catalogue of the 
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Booieties in towns and cities, ee they live ir 
the streets, 

3. To leave his successor a particrJar 
account of the circuit, including an acoount 
of the subscribers for our periodicals. 

3. To enforce vigorously, but calmly, all 
the rules of the society. 

4. To suffer no love-feast to last above 
SB hour and a half. 

5. To warn all from time to time that 
none are to remove from one circuit to 
another without a note of recommendation 
from the preacher of the circuit in these 
words; "A. B., the iearer, has teen an. ac- 
t^laile i)iemher of the Methodist Episcopal 
Chwreh." And to inform them that, with- 
out such a certificate, they will not he re- 
ceived into the Church in other places. 

6. To recommend everywhere decency 
and cleanliness. 

7. To read the rales of the society, with 
the aid of the other preachers, once a year 
in every congregation, and once a quarter 
in every society.

have their license annually renewed by the 
Presiding Elder, or the Preacher having 
the charge, if approved by the Quarteriy 
Conference. 

What can be done to supply the 
circuits during the sittings of the Confer- 

Anaw. 1. Let all the appointments stand 
according to the plan of the circuit. 

2. Engage aa many Local Preachers and 
exhortera aa will supply them, and let them 
l>e paid for their time in proportion to the 
allowance of the Traveling Preachers, 
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.3, If Preachers and eshortera cannot at- 
tend let some peraon of ability be appointed 
in every society to sing, pray, and read, one 
of l£r. Wesley'a sennons. 

4. But if tbat cannot be done let there 
be prayer-meetings. 

N, B. The Preachers who have tbe over- 
eight of eircnits are required to execute all 
onr ndes fully and strenuously against all 
frauds, and particularly against dishonest 
iniBolvencios, suffering none to remain in 
onr Church on any account who are found 
guilty of any fraud.

But the General Confer- 
ence may authorize the election of a Mis- 
sionary Bishop in the interim of the Gen- 
eral Conference. 

Quest. 2. If hy. death, espnlsion, or 
otherwise, there be no Bishop remaining in 
onr Church, what shall we do! 

Answ. The General Conference shall 
elect a Bishop, and the elders, or any three 
of them, who shall he appointed by tha 
General Conference for that purpose, shall 
ordam him according to our form of 6rdi- 
nation 

Qii,^t 3 Wliat are the duties of a 
Bishop? 
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Atmo. 1. To preside in our Confereacea. 

2. To form tie districts according to lis 
judgment. 

8. To £k the appointments of the 
Preachers, provided he shall not allow any 
Preacher to remain in the same station 
more than two years saccessirely ; eseept 
the Presiding Elders, the Corresponding 
Secretary and Assistant Corresponding 
Secretary of the Missionary' Society, the 
Editors and Agents at New York and Cin- 
cinnati ; the Editors at Anhum, Pittsburgh, 
Chicago, St. Louis, Portland, and San Fran- 
cisco; the Superannuated, and Torn-ont 
Preachers ; missionaries among the Indians, 
"Welsii, Swedes, Norwegians, and other 
missionaries among foreigners, (not includ- 
ing the Germans,) where supplies are diffi- 
cult to be ohtained ; missionaries to otu: 
people of color and on foreign stations; 
chaplains to state prisons and in the army or 
navy; thosePreaehers who may Ije appointed 
to labor for the special benefit of seamen, 
and for the American Bible Society, or for 
any State Bible Society ausiiiary thereto ; 
the presidents, principals, or teachers of 
seminaries of learning, which, are, or may 
be under our superintendence; or the 
Preacher stationed at Pive Points Mission 
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m "Sew York, oi at the American Chipd 
m Tar s and al o, ■nhen requeated by an 
Annnal Conterence to appoint a Preicier 
for a longer time than two years to any 
Beminary of learning nDt under onr care 
promdiJ also, that, with the exceptions 
ebove named, he "^hill not continue a 
preicher m the same appointment more 
than two years in six He shall have an- 
thontT when reque ted liy an Annu'il Con- 
ference, to appoint an agent, whose duty it 
shall be to travel throughout the hounds 
of snch Conference, for the purpose of 
establishing and aiding Sabbath-aehools, 
and distributing Tracts, and also to appoint 
an agent or agents for the benefit of otir 
literary institutions, and an agent for the 
German publishing fund. 

4. In the interTala of the Conferences, 
to change, receive, and suspend Preachers, 
as necessity may require, and as the Disd- 
pline directs, 

5. To travel tlirougb the connection at

Anns. In case there be no Bishop to 
ttsvel thi'ongh the districts and exercise the 
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episcopal office, on acconnt of death, or 
othorwise, the diatricts ahaU be regulated 
iji everj- respe'ct by the Annual Conferen- 
ces and the Pi'esiding Elders in the inter- 
val of General Conference, ordication ex- 
cepted. 

SECTION 11. 
The Trial of a Bkhop. 

Quest. 1. To whom is a Bishop amenable 
for his eondnct f 

Answ. To the General Conference, who 
have power to expel him for improper con- 
duct, if they see it necessary. 

Quest. 3. What prOTision shall be mado 
for the trial of a Bishop, if he should be 
accused of immorality in the interval of the 
General Conference? 

Aimfi. If a Bishop be accused of immo- 
rality, three Traveling Hders shall call npon 
him, and examine him on the subject; and 
if the three Elders verily believe that the 
Bishop is guilty of the crime, they shall 
call to their aid two Presiding Elders from 
two districts in the neighborhood of that 
where the crime was committed, each of 
which Presiding Elders shall bring with 
him two Elders, or an Elder and a Deacon. 
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T!i6 above mentioned nine persons shall 
form a Oonierence, to examine into the 
charge hrou^ht igainst the Uishop , and if 
two thirds of them verdy beheye him to he 
gmlty of the crime Idd to his charge, they 
shall have authority to suspend the Bishop 
tdl the ensuing General Conference, and 
the districts shall be regulated in the 
mean time as is provided in part ii, oh. i, 
§ 3, and part ii, ch. iv, § I ; but no accu- 
sation shall bo received against a Bishop 
except it be delivered ia writing, signed by 
those who are to prove the crime ; and a 
copy of the accusation shall be given to 
the accused Bishop. 

SECTION III. 

The support of BWkopa, and the Familiei 
of Deceased Bwhopa. 

Quest. What provision shall be made for 
the support of our Bishops, and the widows 
and children of deceased Bishops? 

Ansm. It shall be the duty of each An- 
nual Conference within whose bounds a 
Bishop, or the widow or child of a deceased 
Bishop may reside, to appoint a committee, 
whose duty it shall be to make an estimate 
of the amount necessary to famish a com- 
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fortable support to sucli Bishop, consider- 
ing the number and condition of iiis family, 
and the amoant necessary to assist such 
widow or child in ohtaining a comfortable 
support, which estimates shall he subject 
to the action of the Conference, and tlie 
bishops -are anthorized to draw on tlie 
funds of the Book Concern for said amount 
allowed them, and also for the amount of 
their traveUng espensea. 

The Bishop presiding at an Annua). Con- 
ference where an estimate is made for the 
widow or orphan of a deceased Bishop, 
shall be 'authorized to draw on the Book 
Concern for such amount.

6. To oversee the spiritual and temporal 
business of the Chnrcb in his district; and 
to promote, by all proper means, the causa 
of Missionat and Sunday-schools, and tha 
publicaUon, at our own press, of Bibles, 
Tracts, and Sanday-school Books; and 
carefully to inquire, at each Quarterly Con- 
ference, whether the rules respecting the 
inatruction of children have been ^thfiiUy

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observed; and to report to the Animal 
Conference the namea of all Traveling 
Preachers within his district who ahdJ 
neglect to observe theag rules. 

7. To take care that every part of our 
Discipline he enforced in hia district ; and 
to decide all questions of law in a Quarterly 
Conference, subject to an appeal to the 
President of the nest Annual Conference ; 
but in all cases the application of law shall 
be with the Oonfei-enre 

8. To attend the Bishops when present 
in his district; and t) giVL tlicm when 
absent, all necessary mtormatiun by letter, 
of the state of his district 

9. To direct the candidates ■who ire ad- 
mitted on trial to those studiflfe which have 
been recommended by the Bishops.

Quest. How shall the Presiding Elders 
be snpported f 

Ans!c. There shall he annnally, in every 
district, a meeting composed of one steward 
from each circuit and station, to be selected 
by the Quarterly Conference, whose duty 
it shall be, witl. tihe advice of the Presiding 
Elder, (who shall preside in such meeting,) 
to make an estimate of the amount neces- 
sary to furnish a comfortable support to the 
Presiding Eldei', and tfl apportion the same, 
including house rent and travelicg esponses, 
among the different circuits and stations in 
the district, according to their several 
ability; and in all cases the Presiding Elder 
shall share with the preachers in his dis- 
trict ia proportion with what they have 
respectively received; but if there be a 
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surplus of money raised for the support of 
the preachers in one or more of the cireuits 
or stations in his district, he shall j'eceive, 
such surpLus, provided he do not receive 
more than his aUowauce.

Qtmt. 3. What is the duty of a Travelmg 
Elder! 

Ansv!. 1. To adminiater Baptism and the 
Lord's Supper, to solemnize mal^moay, 
and to conduct Divine worship. 

2. To do all the duties _of a traveling 
prqaoter. 

No Elder that ceases to travel, without 
the consent of the Annual Conference, cer- 
tified under the hand of the President of 
tie Conference, except in case of sickness, 
debility, or other nnavoidahle circum- 
Btanees, shall on any aocoimt esercise the 
peculiar functions of hia office, or even be 
allowed to preach among us: iwn^theless, 
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the final determination in all such ca^es ia 
with the Aanual Conference. 

Quest. 3. That shall he the time of pro- 
bation of a Traveling Deacon for the offlea 
of an Elder ! 

Ajisv!. Every TraveliDg Deacon shall 
exercise that office for two years, before he be 
eligible to the o'fflce of EJder ; except in the 
case of missions, when the Annual Confer- 
ences shall have anthq^ty to elect for the 
Elder'a ofBce sooner, if they judge it espe- 

Wben a preacher shall have passed his 
feiamination, and been adniitted into full 
connection, and elected to Deacon's office, 
but fails of his ordination through the ab- 
sence of the Bishop, his eli^bility to the 
office of Elder shall run from fiie time of 
his electioa to the office of a Deacon. 



Qwit. 1. "What shall be done when ai 
Elder, Deacon, or Preacher is under re 
port of being guilty of some crifM ex 
pressly forbidden in the word of God, a 
an unchristian practice, sufficient to ex 
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olnde a person from, the kingdom of grace 
and glory! 

Ansv). 1. In fie interval of the Aimual 
Conference, let the Presiding Elder, in the 
absence of a Bishop, call as many traveling 
ministers as he shall think fit, at least three ; 
and, if poBahle, bring the accused and the 
accuser face to face ; and canse a correct 
record of the investigation to be kept and 
transmitted to the Annual Conference. If 
the person be clearly convicted, ho shall be 
suspended from all ministerial services and 
Church privileges nntil the ensuing Annnal 
Conference, at which his case shall be folly 
considered and determined. But if the 
accused be a Presiding Elder, three of the 
senior preachers of his district shall inqnire 
into the character of the report, and if they 
judge it necessary, call in the Presiding 
Elder of any adjoining district, who shaJl 
appoint a Committee of five Elders from 
within the bounds of the Annual Confer- 
ence of which the accused is a member, 
and also preside at the examination. 

If the accused and accuser caunot be 
brought face to face, hut .the supposed de- 
linquent flees from trial, it shall be received 
as a presumptive proof of guUt; and ont 
sf the mouth of two or three witnesses he 
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shall be condemned Neverthrfe^s even 
m tbat case tl e jinnud Ciuterente shall 
reconoider lai dtterimiie the whole 
matter 

And it the actused he a superanimated 
preacher living out of the bounds ot the 
Conference of which he is i membir, he 
ahaU be held responsible to the AnDual 
Conference within wlijse bounds he may 
reside n ho shall haye power tc trv a^qait, 
suspend, locate, or expel him, m the same 
manner as if he were a member of said 
Conference. 

When a member of an Annual Conference 
is accused of crime in the interval of his 
Conference sessions, and is suspended bj a 
committee, and subsequently convicted by 
his Conference, and expelled, his claim up- 
on the funds of the Conference shall cease 
from the time of his suspension, 

2. If the charge be preferred at the Con- 
ference, the case may be referred to a com- 
mittee, in the presence of a Presiding Elder, 
or a member appointed by the Bishop in 
his stead, who shall cause a faithful record 
of the proceeding^ and testimony to be laid 
before the Conference; on which, with 
Buoh other evidence aa may be admitted, 
the case shall be decided. 
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Quest. 3. WLat .shall be done in. cases 
of improper tempers, words, or ao- 

An«v>. Tlie person so offending shall be 
reprehended hj his senior in office. Should 
a second transgresBioa. take place, one, two, 
or three ministers or preachers are to be 
taken as witnesses. If he he not -then 
cored, he shall be tried at the next Annual 
Conference, and, if found guiltj and impeni- 
tenl, shall he espelled from tlie connection, 
and his name so returned in the Minutes 
of the Conference. 

Queit. S. "What shall be done when a 
member of an Annual Conference fails in 
business, or contracts debts which he is not 
able to pay! 

Aiisu!. Let tie Presiding Elder appoint 
tlree judicioas members of the Church to 
inspect the accounts, contracts, and circum- 
stances of the supposed delinqnent, and i^ 
in their opinion, he has behaved dishonestly, 
or contracted debts without the probability 
ofpajing,let the case be disposed of accord- 
ing to the answer of question one of this 
section. 

Quest. 4. What shall be done with those 
nunisters or preachers who hold and dis- 
Mminate, publicly or privately, doctrines 
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which are conti-arj to qiir Articles of Re- 
ligion ? 

Afmc. Let'the same process be observed 
as in case of gross immorality; but if the 
mtniater or preacher so offending do sol- 
emnly engage not to disseminate such erro- 
neous doctrines in public or in private, he 
shall he home witli, till hia case be laid 
before the next Annual Conference, which 
shall determine the matter. 

Quest. 6. What shall be done when a 
traveling minister is accused of beiug so un- 
acceptable, inefficient, or secular, as to be 
no longer useful in his work? 

AnsiB. The Conference shall investigate 
the case, and if it appear that the complaint 
is well founded, and the accused will not 
voluntarily retire, the Conference may lo- 
cate him without his consent. 

But should the Conference, having juris- 
diction in any of the foregoing cases, judge 
it expedient to try the accused, by a select 
number, it may appoint not less than nine, 
nor more than fifteen, of its members for 
that purpose, who, in the presence of a 
Bishop or a chdrman, which the President 
of the Conference shall appoint, and one or 
more of the Secretaries of the Oonferenoej 
shall have full power to consider and de- 
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tennine tlie case accordiag to tie roles 
whict govern Annnal Conferences in such 
proceedings, and they shall majie a faithful 
report of all their doings to the -Secretarj 
of the Conference in writing, and deliver 
up to hipi the hill of charges, the evidence 
taken, and the decision rendered, with al! 
other docnmenta hronght into the trial. 

Provided, nevertheless, that in all the 
fthove-mentioned cases of trial, and convic- 
tion, an appeal to the ensning General Con- 
ference shall he allowed, if the condemned 
person signify his intention to appeal, at the 
time of hig cftndemnation, or at any time 
thereafter when he is informed tliereof. 

In all the above-mentioned cases it shall 
he the duty of the Secretary of the Annual 
Conference carefnUy to preserve the fifin- 
ntes of the trial, whether taken before a 
committee or hefore the Conference, and 
all the docnments relating to the case, to- 
gether with the charge or charges, and the 
epedfication or specifications ; which Min- 
utes and documents only, in case of an ap- 
peal ftom the decision of an Annual Con- 
ference, shall he. presented to the General 
Conference in evidence on the case. And 
in. all cases, when an appeal is made, and 
Admitted hy the General Conference, the 
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appellant sliall either state personally, or 
by his representative, (wLo shall be a mem- 
ber of the Oooferenco,) the groimda of hia 
appeal, shoTiug cause why he appeals, and 
he Btalt be allowed to male his defense 
without inteiTuption. After whiph, the 
representativea of the Annual Conference 
from whose deoisioa the appeal is made, 
shall be permitted to respond in presence 
of the appellant, who shall haVe the privi- 
lege of replying to Each representatives, 
which shall close tlfe pleadings on both 
aides. This done, the appellant shall with- 
draw, and the Conference or Committee on 
the case shall decide. And after such forgi 
of trial and espnlsion, the person so es- 
pelled shall have no privileges of society or 
sacraments in onr Church, withont con- 
fesMon, contrition, and satisfactory refor- 
mation, 

A Preacher on trial who n^ay he accnsed 
of crime shall he accountable to the Quar- 
terly Conference of tlie circuit on which he 
travels. The Presiding Elder shall call a 
eommittee of three Local Preachers, who 
may suspend him; and the.Qnarterly Con? 
ference may eipel him: nevertheless, he 
shall have a right to an appeal to the next 
Annnal Conference. 
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"When any Traveling Elder or Ueaeon is 
deprived of his erodentials, by espnlsioit or 
otlierwise, they shall he filed with the 
papera of the Annual Conference of which 
he ivas a memlier ; and should he at any 
ftiture time give aatisfaotory evidence to 
said Conference of hia amendment, and pro- 
cure a certificate of the Quarterly Confer- 
ence of the circuit or station where he re- 
sides, or of an Annual Conference who may 
have admitted him on trial, recommending 
to the Annual Conference of which he wot 
a member formerly, the restoration of hia 
credentials, the said Conference may re- 
Btore them.

1. A licei sed Looal Preacher shall be 
eligible to the office of a Deaco i, after he 
has preached four years f n tl e t me he 
received. a regi lar 1 cen e and ! as It ned 
a tfistimon al Irom the Q arterly C nfer 
enee, after proper ei^n nat on sig ed by 
the President and oonnters gned bv the 
Secretary; anl after hs character has

S. A Locil Deacon «1 all be el nlle tc 
fhe olBce ot an El ler after 1 e h jreached 
four years fr m tl e t me he w lis orda ned 
a Deacon, and has obtained a recommenda- 
tion from the Qnarterly Conference of 
which he is a member, certifying his quali- 
fications in doctrine, discipline, talents, and 
usefulness, signed by the President, and 
countersigned by the Secretary. He shall, 
if he cannot attend, sj^nd to the Aimual 
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Conference sacli recommendation, and a 
note eeitifying his belief in the doctrine 
and discipline of our Ohuroh. The whole 
being examined by the Annnal Conference, 
and if approved lie may be ordained. 

8. Every Local Elder, Deacon, or Preach- 
er shall be amenable to the Quarterly Cod 
ferecoe where he resides, for his Christian 
character and the faithful performance of 
his ministerial office. He shall have his 
name recorded on the journal of said Con- 
ference, and also enrolled on a class paper, 
and riiall meet in class ; and in neglect of 
the aliove duties, the Quarterly Conference, 
if they judge it proper, may deprive him 
of his ministerial office. And when a 
preacher is located, or diseontinned by an 
Annual Conference, he shall be amenable 
to the Quarterly iConfcrence of the cirooit 
or station where he had his last appoint- 
ment, or at the place whgre be shaE reside 
at the time of his location. 

4, "Whenever any Elder, Deacon, or 
Preacher shall remove from one circuit or 
station to another, he shall procure from 
the Presiding Elder of the district, or from 
the preacher having charge, a certificate of 
his official standing in the Church at the 
time of hia removal, without which he shall 
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not be received as a, Local Preacher in 
other places. 

B. The Presiding Elders and tLe Preach- 
ers in charge are required so to arrange 
the appointovents, wherever it i3 praetioa- 
()le, as to give the Local Preachers regn

Sahhath. 

SECTION m. 
The Trial of Loml Preadmrs. 

Quett. I. What shall he done when a 
Local Elder, Deacon, or Preacher is re 
ported to he guilty of some crime eipressly 
forhidden in the word of God, sufficient to 
esclude a person from the kingdom of grace 
and glory ! 

Anaw. 1. The Preach* having charge 
shall call a conimittee, consisting of three 
or more Local Preachers, hefore whom it 
shall be the dnty of tlie accused to appear, 
and hy whom he shall ho acquitted, or, if 
found guilty, suspended until the nest 
Quarterly Oonferenee, And the Preacher 
in charge shall cause esaot minntes of the 
charges, testimony, and esamination, to- 
gether with the decision of the committee, 
to he Iwd hefore the Quarterly Conference, 
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where it shall be the duty of the accuseJ 
to appear. If the accnsed refuse or neglect 
to appear before said committee, he may 
be tried in his absence. 

And the President shall, at the com- 
meneementof the trial, appoint a Secretary, 
who shall take down regular mirintea of ttie ■ 
evidence of the trial ; whicli minutes, when 
read and approved, shall be signed by the 
President^ and also by the members of the 
Conference who are present, or a majority 
of them. And in case of condemnation, 
the Local Preacher, Deacon, or Elder shall 
be allowed to appeal to the nest Annnal 
Conference, provided that he signify to the 
said Qnai'terly Conference his determina- 
tion to appeal ; in which case the sdd 
President shall lay the minntes of the trial 
above mentioned before the said Annnal 
Conference, at which the Loctfl Preacher, 
Deacon, or Elder, so appealing, may ap- 
pear r and the said Annual Conference by 
committee, as in the OMe of accused Travel- 
ing Preachers, or in full session, shall 
judge, and finally determine from the min- 
utes of the add trial, so laid before them, 

2, When a Local Elder, or Deacon, shall 
be espelled, the Presiding Elder shall re- 
qaire of him the credentials of hia ordina- 
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tion, to be filed with the papers of the An- 
nonl Conference within the limits of which 
the expulsion has taiten place. And should 
he, at any future time, prodnce to the An- 
nual Conference a certificate of his restora- 
tion, signeil by tJie President, and counter- 
signed by the Secretary of the Quarterly 
Cinferenoe, his credentials may be restored 

Qwest. 2. What shall he done in eases of 
improper tempers, words, or actions ! 

AnsiB. The person so offending shall be 
reprehended by the Preacher having charge. 
Should a second transgi'ession take place, 
one, two, or three faithful friends are to be 
taken as witnesses. If he be not then 
cured, he shall be tried at the nest Quar- 
terly Conference, and if found guilty and 
impenitent, he shall be expelled from the 
Church. 

Queat. 3. What shall be done when a 
Local Elder, Deacon, or Preacher fails in 
bnsiness, or contracts debts which he is not 
able to pay ! 

Ansa, Let the Preacher in charge ap- 
point three judicious members of the 
Ohnrch to inspect the accounts, contracts, 
and circumstances of the supposed delin- 
quent; and i^ in their opinion, he has be- 
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haTed dishonestly, or contracted debts 
without the probability of paying, let the 
case be disposed of according to the answer 
to question one of this section. 

SECTION IV. 
Local Preachers to ham an Allowance in 

1, Whenever a Local Preacher fills tiie 
place of a Traveling Preacher by the ftp- 
probafJon of the Presiding Elder, he shall 
be paid for his time a sam proportional to 
the aUo^^ance of a Traveling Preacher ; 
which sura shall be paid by the circuit at 
the nest quarterly meeting, if the Trareling 
Preacher whose place he filled np were 
either sick or necessarily absent ; or, in 
Other cases, out of the allowance of tBe 
Traveling Preacher. 

3, If a Local Preacher be distressed in 
his temporal circumstances on account of 
his service in the circuit, he may apply to 
the Quarterly Conference, who may give 
him what relief they Judge proper, after 
the allowance of the Traveling Preachers 
and of their wives, and all other regular 
allowances, are discharged. 
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SECTION V. 
3%s Sights and Prinilegea of Freackera 
and O^ial Membm-a of our Cclored 
Memb&rsA^. 

1. Our Colored Preaotera and offidal 
members shall have all the privileges which 
are Tisnal to others in Quarteriy Coufer- 
eneeB, where the usages of the country do 
ttot forbid it. And the Presiding Elder 
may hold for them a separate Quai-terly 
Conference, when in his Judgment it shall 
be expedient. 

2. The Bishop or Presiding lUder may 
employ Colored Preachera to travel and 
preach, when their services are judged 
necessary, P/raMe^ that no one shall he 
BO employed, without having been recom- 
mended by a Quarterly Conference. 

3. The Bishops may call a Conferen^ 
once in each year of our Colored Local 
Preachers, within the bounds bf any one 
or more of our districts, for the purpose of 
conferring with them wiib respect to the 
wants of the work among our colored peo- 
ple, and the best means to he employed in 
promoting its prosperity,- at which Con- 
ference, the Pre^ding Elder within whose 
district, and nnder whose care, the colored 
Churches and congregations are, shall he 
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present Provided, that tte holding of 
said Conference or Confereneea shall be 
recommended bj* an. Annnal Conference, 
and the Bishops, upon due inquiry, shall 
deem it practicable and expedient. 
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Qualifioati&m, Appointment, and Dutkx 
0/ Stewards. 

Qnmt. 1. Wliat are tte qnalificatioUB 
necessary for Stewards! 

Aiwm. Let them be men of solid piety, 
■who both know and love the Methodist 
doctrlue and discipline, and of good natural 
and acquired abilities to transact the tem- 
poral business. 

Quest. 2. How are the Stewards to be 
appointed ! 

Answ. Tlie preacher having the cliai^e 
of tlie circuit shall have the right of nomi- 
nation ; but the Quarterly Conference shall 
confirm or nyect such nomination. Tho 
Stewards so appointed shall hold office for 
one year, but may he reappointed in like 
manner from year to year, 

Qimt. S. What are the duties of Stew- 
ards? 

An»iB. To take an exact Mcount of all 
the money or other provisions collected for 
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the support of Pi-eaeliera in the circuit op 
station, and apply the same as tho Disci- 
pline directs ; to make aii aocurate return 
of every espenditrre of money, whether 
to the preacliers, the sick, or the poor ; to 
seek tlie needy and diatreased in order to 
relieve and eomfurt them ; to infonii tho 
Preatliei-a of any Bick or disorderly persons; 
to tell the preachers what tliej think 
■wrong in them; to attend tlie qnai'terly 
meetings of their circuit, and lea<lei's' meet- 
mgs , to give advice, if asked, in planning 
the circuit , to attend committees for the 
application of money to Churches; to give 
counsel in matters of arbitration ; provide 
elenwnts for the Lord's Supper ; to writ© 
oiroular letters to the societies in the cir- 
cuit to he more liberal if need be ; as also 
to let them know, when occasion requires, 
the state of the temporal concerns at 
the last quarterly meeting; to register 
the marriages and baptisms; and to ba 
Bnhjeot to tlie Bishops, Hie Presiding El- 
der of their district, and the Elder, Dea- 
con, and Traveling Freachera of their 
circuit.

Qae»t. 1. How shall we prevent improp- 
er persona from insinuating tiiemselvea into 
the Church? 

Anav). 1. let lume he received into the 
Uhureh until they are recommended ly a 
leader iciihwTiOTn. they have met at least tie 
months On trial, and have hem ha^tixsd; 
and shall on exa/minatitm hy the minist&r 
in cha/rge, he/ore the Chvreh, give latiefae- 
tory assurances hoth of the eorreetnets qf 
their faith, and t^eir ittiUingnesi toohserve 
and keep the mleg of the Church. Never- 
theless, if a member in good standing in 
any other orthodox Chnroh shall desire to 
nnite with ns, such applicant may, by ^y- 
ing satisfactory answers to the usual inqni- 
»ies, be received at once into full fellowship. 

2. Let none be admitted on trial, except 
they ar$ well recommended by one you 
know, or until they Lave met twice or 
thrice in class. 
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3. Head the rules to them the first tune 
they meet. 

Quest. 2. How shaD we be more esact 
in receiving and exelniling meinl-ers? 

Athib. The official ininifter or preacher 
shall, at every qiiartoi'lj' meeting, rend the 
names of those that are received Into tho 
Cliurch, and also tiose that are excluded 
therefi-om. 

SECTION 11. 



L Fob Ihmorai. Condcct. 

Quest. 1. How sliall an accused member 
be brought to trial? 

Antiw, Before the society of which he 
is a member, or a select number, who shall 
not be members of the^Juarterly Confer- 
ence, (and if the preacher judge necessary, 
the Committee may be selected fixim any 
chai^ within the district,) in the presence 
of tlie Preacher in charge, who shall pro- 
side in the trial, and cause e^act miimtes 
of tlie evidence and proceedings in thfl 
case to be taken. In case of trial before a 
aeleet niimh'er, the parties may challenge 
for cause. If the accnsed person be found 
^nilty by the decision of a majority of tlie 
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members before wlioin he ia brought to 
trial, and the crime be sach as is cspresal7 
forbidden by the word of Go<], sufficient to 
exclude a person from the kiugdom of grao« 
and glory, let the Minister or Preacher who 
lias the chai^ of the circuit espel him. 
If the accused person evade a trial, by ab- 
senting himself, after sufficient notice given 
him, and the oircumstances of the aconsar 
tion affijrd strong presumption of guilt, let 
him be esteemed as guilty, and be accord- 
ingly eseluded. Witnesses from without 
shall not be rejected. 

II. Fob Neqlect of Duty, ob Imprudent 
CoNDucr. 
Bnt in cases of neglect of duties of any 
kind, imprudent conduct, indul^ng smful 
tempers or words, the buying, selling, or 
using intoxicating liquors as a beverage, or 
disobedience to the order and discipline of 
the Church : First, let private reproof be 
giten by a Preacher or leader; and if there 
he an acknowledgment of the fault, and 
proper humiliation, the person may be 
borne with. On a pecond offense, the 
Preacher or leader may take one or two 
faithful friendfl. On a third offense, let the 
case be brought before the society, or a so* 
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leot number ; and if there be no sign of 
real hnmiliation, tie offender mnBt be cut 



1. If a member of our Church shall be 
clearly convicted of endeavoring to how 
dissensions in any of onr societies, by in- 
veighing ^Mnst either oar doetrinea or 
diacipline, snch person so offending shall 
be first reproved by the senior Minister or 
Preacher of his circuity and if he persist ia 
such pemicioua practices, he shall be es- 
pelled from the Ohnroh. 

2. Netertheless, if in any of the above- 
mentioned cSses the Minister or Preacher 
differ in judgment from the majority of the 
society, or the select number, concerning 
the innocence or gnilt of the accused per- 
son, the trial, in such case, may be referred 
by the Minister or Preacher to the ensuing 
Quarterly Oonfertnce, ■which shall have 
authority to order a new trial. 

3. If th^re be a murmnr or complaint 
from any excluded person, in any of the 
ftboTe-mentioned instances, that justice has 
not been done, he shall be allowed an ap- 
peal to the next Quarterly Conference; 
except each W absent themselves &om 
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trial, after sufficient notice 13 given tliem ; 
and the Preaelier in charge shall present 
esaet minnt«s of the evidence and pro- 
ceedings of the trial to the Quartoriy Con- 
ference, from which minutes the case shall 
finally be determined. 

4. After such forms of trial and expul- 
sion, such person shall have no privileges 
of society or of sacramenta in oar Church, 
without contrition, confession, and satis- 
factory reformation. 

IT. Rules po 
Debts, a 

Qut'<t 3 How shall di^pntea hetiveen 
members of our Chari.h concerning the 
paymeht of debts or otherwise be set- 
tied t 

Anms 1 On any dispute between two 
or more ot the members of our Choroh, 
concerning the payment of debts, or other- 
wise, which cannot be settied by the parties 
concerned, the Preacher who has the charge 
of the circuit shall inquire into the oircara- 
stamics of the case ; and shall recommend 
to the contending parties a reference, con- 
sisting of one arbiter chosen ^ by the plain- 
tiff; and another chosen by the defendant ; 
which two arbiters bo choseii shall uomln' 
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ate the third ; the three arbiters being 
members of onr Church. 

Atisw. 2. But if one of these parties ba 
disaatiafied with the judgment given, such 
party may apply to the ensuing Quarterly 
Conference of the circuit for allowance to 
have a second arbitration appointed ; and 
if the Quarterly Conference see snfBeient 
reason, they shall gi'ant a geeond arbitra- 
tion, in which case each party shall choose 
two ai'biters, and the four arbiters shaU 
choose a fifth, the judgment of the major- 
ity of whom shall be final; and any per- 
son refusing to abide by sneh judgment 
shall be excluded the Church, 

Ansic. 3. And if any member of our 
Church shall refuse, in cases of debt or 
other disputes, to refer the matter to arbi- 
tration, when recommended by him who 
has the charge of the circuit, or shall enter 
into a lawsuit with another member before 
these ineasures are talten, he shall he ex- 
pelled, unless the case be of such a nature 
S3 to require and justify a process at law. 

V. RliLES IX 



1. Whenever a complaint is made against 
any member of om' Church for non-pay- 
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mei^ of debt, wliea tlie ai counts are ad- 
justed, and the imouiit ascertained, the 
Preacher havin!? the charge shall call the 
debtor before a committee of at least three, 
to show cause why he does not make pay- 
ment. The committee shall determine 
what further time shall be gi'snfed him for 
payment; and what security, if any, shall 
be ^ven for payment; and in case the 
debtor reftises to comply, he shall be es- 
pelled; but in such case he may appeal to 
the Quarterly Conference, and their de- 
cision shall he final. And in case the cred- 
itor complains that justice is not done him, 
he may lay his grieyance before the Quar- 
terly Conference, and their decision shall be 
final ; and if the creditor refuse to comply, 
he shall be e 



VI. EDLBS COKCBRNUra INSOLVENCY ON THH 
PiRT OP ANY OP OUR MBMBBKa. 

Qwest, 3, "Wlat shall be done in case of 
insolvency on the paii of any of our mem- 
bers! 

Ansvt. 1. The Preachers who have the 
oversight of circuits are required to exe- 
cute all our rules fully and strenuously 
against all frauds, and particularly against 
dishonest insolvencies; suffering none to 
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remain in onr Church on any acconot wlio 
are found guilty of any fraud. 

2. To prevent scandal, when any of onr 
members fail in buainesa, or contract debts 
which they are not able to pay, let two or 
three jndieioua members of the Ohnrch 
inspect the acooimtB, contracts, and eir- 
cnmBtancfls of the case of the supposed 
delinqnent ; and if they judge that he has 
behaved dishonestly, or borrowed money 
without a probability of paying, let him 
be brought to trial, and .if fonnd gnil^, 
expelled.

from him, for they know not tlie voice of 
strangers. Tliis parable spake Jesus nnto 
them. ; but they understood not what things 
they were wUch he spake wnto tiem. 
Then said Jesus unto tJiem again, Verily, 
verily, I say unto yoa, I am the door of the 
sheep. All that ever came before me are 
thieves and robbers : but the sheep did not 
hear them, I am the door; by me if any 
man enter in, be shall be saved, and shall 
go in and out, and find 'pasture. The 
thief Cometh not but for to steal, and to 
kill, and to destroy ; I am come that they 
might have life, and that they might have 
it more abundandy. I am the good Shep- 
herd: the good Shepherdgiveth his life for 
the sheep. Bnt he tljat is & hireling, and 
not the shepherd, whoseown the sheep are 
nol^ seeth the wolf coming, and leaveth the 
sheejl, and fleeth; and the wolf oatchetb 
them, and soatteroth the sheep. The hire- 
ling fleeth, becanse he is a hireling, and 
careth not for the sheep. I am the good 
Shepherd, and know my sheep, and am 
known of mine. As the Father knoweth 
me, even so know I the Father : and I lay 
down my life for the sheep. And other 
sheep I have, which are not of this fold; 
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them also I must bring, and thej shall hear 
my voioe, anil there shtJl he one fold and 



Tou have heard, brethren, as well in jonp 
priYate examination as m the eshortation 
which was now made to yon, and in the 
holy lessons taken out of the Gospel, and 
the wi-itingB of the apostles, of what digni- 
ty and of how great importance this ofBoa 
is whei-eunto ye are called. And now 
again we exhort yon, in the name of onr 
Loi'd Jesus Christ, that jou hare in remem- 
brance nnto how high, a dignity and to 
how weighty an ofBce ye are called ; that 
is to say, to be messengers, watchmen, 
and efawai-ds of the Lord, to teach and to 
premonish, to feed and provide for the 
Lord's family, to seek for Christ's sheep 
that are dispersed abroad, and for his 
children who are in the midst of this evil 
world, that they may be eared through 
Christ forerer.

For they are the 
sheep of Ohriat, which he bought with his 
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death, and for whom he shed bh blood. 
The Chnrch and coDgregatiOn whom you 
mnBt serve, ia his spouse and his body. 
And if it shall happen, the same Church, 
or any member theretr^ do take -any hurt 
or hinderance by reason of your negligence, 
ye know the greatness of the fault, and also 
the horrible pnnishment that will ensue. 
Wherefore consider with yourselves the 
end of the ministry toward the children of 
God, toward the spouse and body of Christ ; 
snd see that you never cease yonr labor, 
your care and diligence, until you have 
done all that lieth in yon, according to 
your bounden duty, to bring all such as are 
or shall be committed to your charge, unto 
that agreement in the faith and knowledge 
of 'God, and to that ripeness and perfectnesa 
of age in Christ, that there be no place left 
among you, either for error in reUgion, or 

rorasmuch, then, as your office is both 
of so great excellency, and of bo great diffi- 
culty, ye see with how great care and 
study ye ought to apply yourselves, as well 
that ye may show yoorselvea dutiful and 
thanifn] nnto that Lord who hath plaijed 
yon in so high a dignity ; as also to beware 
that neither you yourselves offend, nor be 
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0CCB9 on th'it otl e s offenl Howbe t je 
caoDOt have a u nd and wiU the et of 
yonraelve^ for tl at w 11 an^ abil y s giv 
en. ot God alune. therefore je ought, and 
have need to pray earnestly for hia Holy 
Spirit. And eeeii^ that ye canEot by ady 
other means compass the doing of so 
weighty a work,.p6rtdning to the solvation 
of man, hut with doctrine and exhortation 
taken out of the Holy Scriptures, and with 
a lii'e agreeable to the same ; consider how 
studious ye ought to be in reading and 
learning the Scriptures, and in framing the 
manners both, of yourselves and of them 
that specially pertain unto you, according to 
the rule of the same Scriptures; and for 
this aelf-same cause, how ye ought to for- 
sake and set aside (as much as you may) 
all ■worldly cares and studies. 

We have good hope that you have all 
weighed and pondered these things with 
yourselves long before tliis time i and that 
you have clearly determined, by God's 
grace, to give yourselves wholly to this 
office, whereunto it iath pleased God to 
call you : so that, as much as lieth in you, 
jou will apply yourselves wholly to this 
one tiling, and draw all your cares and stod- 
ies this way; and that you will continually 
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pr^ to God the Father, by the mediation 
of our only SaTiour Jesns Christ, for tho 
heavenly nssijtaiice of the Holy Ghost; 
that hy daily reading and weighing of the 
Scriptures, ye may was riper and stronger 
in your ministry; and that ye may so en- 
deavor yonrselyes from time to time to 
sanctify the lives of youiind yours, and to 
faaliion them after the rule and doctrine of 
Christ, that ye may he wholesome and god- 
ly examples and patterns for the people to 
follow. 

And now that thiiS present congregation 
of Christ here assemhled, may also under- 
stand yonr minds and wills in those things, 
and that this yonr promise may the more 
move yon to do your duties, ye shall an- 
swer plainly to these things which we, in 
the name of God and his Church, shall de- 
mand of you touching the same. 

Do yon think in your heart that yon are 
truly called, according to the will of oar 
Lord Jesns Christ, to the order of Elders ?

Quest. 1, What sliall wo do for the mora] 
and religions instrnctlon of tte children? 

Ajiiie. 1, It sliall be the special duty of 
Preaoliers haying charge of circuits or sta- 
tions, with the aid of tlie other Preachers, 
to form Snndaj-scliools in all our congrega- 
tions where ten children can he collected 
for tliat purpose; and to engage the co- 
operation of as many of onr members as 
they can, to visit tJie schools as often as 
practicable; to preach on the subject of 
Snnd ay-schools and reli^ous instruction 
in each congregation at le^t once in six 
months; and to form Bible classes wherever 
they can for the instruction of lai^r chil- 
dren, youth, and adults; and where they 
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cannot snperintend them personally, to see 
that suitable teachers are provided for that 
purpose. 

2, It stall also be the duty of PreaolieTa 
to enforce faithfuUy npou parents and Sun- 
day-Hohool teaehera the great importanea 
of uiatrncting children in the doctrines and 
duties of our holy reli^on, to see that our 
Catechisms be used as extensively as possi- 
ble botli in one Suaday-scheols and families, 
to preach to the children, and publicly 
catechise them in the Sunday-schools and at 
special meetii^ appointed for that purpose. 

B. It shall be the duty of every preacher 
in his pastoral visits to pay special atten- 
tion to the children, speaking to them per- 
sonally and kindly on the subject of experi- 
mental and practical godliness, according 
to their capacity, pray earnestly for them, 
and diligently instruct and eshort all pa- 
rents to dedicate their children to the Lord 
in baptism as early as convenient. 

4. Each Preacher in diai^e shall lay 
before the Quarterly Conference,* to be 
catered on its Journal, the number and 
state of the Sunday-schools and Bible 
classes in his charge, and the extent to 
which he has preached to the children and 
• S« pwt ii, ohaptet ii, section 12,— Ed. 
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pftteoliisetl Ihem, and make the required 
report on ^undaj-sohook to hia Ajinual 
Conference. 

5. It is recommended ttat each Annual 
Conference, where the general state of the 
work will allow, request the appointment 
of a special agent, to travel throu^out its 
bounds, for the pnrpose of promoting the 
interests of Sunday-schools; and his ex- 
penses shall be paid out of collections which 
be shall be directed to make, or otherwise, 
as sliall be ordered by the conference. 



SECTION tl. 
The Support of Missions. 

1. The snpport of missions is committed 
to the Churches, congregations, and so- 
cieties as such. 

3. It shall be the duty of each Annual 
Conference, where missions have been or 
are to be established, to appoint a standing 
committee, (which shall keep a record of 
its doings, and report the same to its con- 
ference,) whose duty it shall be, in conjunc- 
tion with the President of the Conference, to 
make an estimate of tha»nJount necessary 
for the support of each mission and mission 
school, in addition to the regular allowmo* 
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of the Discipline to Preacliers and tlieir 
fomilies from yeai to year ; for wliich 
amount the President of the Conference for 
the ti^e being aliall draw on tlie treasnrer 
of Ihe eociet)' in quarterly in stall inisnta. 

8, It shall 1)6 tlie duty of eaoli Annual 
Oonferen'ce to fonn witliin its bounds a 
Conference Missionary Society, whicli sliall 
apppint its own officers, fix tlie tonns of 
membersliip, and otherwise regulate its 
own administration. Bot it shall pay all 
its funds into the treasury of the Parent 
Society. 

4. It shall be the duty of each Presiding 
Elder to bring the subject of our missions 
before tlie Quarterly Conference of each 
circuit and station within his district at the 
last Quarterly Conference in each year; 
and said conference shall proceed to ap- 
point a committee, of not less than three dot 
more than nine, (of whicli the Preaclier in 
charge shall be chainnan,) to be called the 
Committee on MiSaoas, whose duty it shall 
be to aid the Preacher in charge in carry- 
iag into effect the disciplinary measures for 
the support of our missions. 

6. It shall be tbagluty of the Preacher in 
charge, aided by ^e Committee on Kia- 
Hcois, to provide for the difiusion of mis- 
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Bionary intfilligence in the Ohurch and con- 
gregation. 

6. It shail be tte duty'of the Preacher 
in charge, aided by the Committee on Mis- 
sions, to institute a monthly missionary 
prayer-meeting, or lectore, in each society, 
or Ohurch and congregation, wherever 
practicable, for the purpose of imploring 
tlie Diyine blessing on missions; for the 
diffnsion of missionary intelligence, and to 
afford an opportunity for voluntary offer- 
ings to the missionary cause. 

7. It shall be the duty of the preacher in 
charge, aided by the Committee on Mis- 
sions, to fppoint missionary collectors, and 
furnish them with suitable books and in- 
structiows, that tliey may call on each 
member of the society, or Church and con- 
gregation, and on other persons, at their dis- 
cretion, for his or her annual, semi-annual, 
quarterly, monthly, or weekly contribu- 
laoQS for the support of missions. Said 
collectors shall m^e monthly returns (un- 
less otherwise instructed by the committee) 
to the Preacher in chaise, or to the Mis- 
aonary Treasurer of the Church, if there 
be such treasurer appointed by the Com- 
mittee on Missions. Such returns ehall be 
lairly entered in a book, which the oom-

8. Each Preacher in chai^ hail p t 
at Conference, to the Executive Ooramittae, 
or Boai-d of Managers of the Conference 
iliasionary Society, a plain transcript of 
the record of the returns provided for in 
section seven, comprehending the name of 
each collector in his charge, and the name, 
real or assumed, of each contributor to 
each oollecttfr of fifty cenU c^ npward 
during the year; and the aggregate sum of 
all contributions under fifty centa each, 
that they may be by said Executive Oom- 
mittee, or Board of Managers, properly 
arranged by districts, and by charges, for 
publication in the Annual Report of the 
Conference Missionary Society; together 
with the contributions and collections re- 
ceived from other sources, unless the Con- 
ference shall by vote declare such transcript 
returns, and such puhhcation, not to bo 
advisable, 

S. It shall be the duty of the Preacher 
in charge, with the aid of the Committee 
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on Missions, to preseat once in tlie year 
to the Bucieties, or tiie Ohnrclies and con- 
gregations, tlie cause of missions, and to 
ask public collections and contributions for 
the support of the same. The maimer of 
asking and taking such coUectiona and oon- 
tributions shall be at tke discretion of the 
pastor and the Committee on Missions, 
with thia injunction, that the pastor shall 
preafth, or cause to be preached on th% 
occaMon, one or more sermons ; and with 
the recommendation that one whole Sab- 
bath day be given to the eanse, on this 
annual presentation of missions, in our 
principal Churches and congregations. 

10. It is earnestly recommended that 
each. Sanday-school in oar Churches and 
congregations be organized into a Mission- 
ary Society, under such rules and regula- 
tions Bs the pastor, the superintendent, and 
teachers may prescribe. 

11. Each Annual Conference shall desig- 
cat* the month or months m which the 
public collections and contributions for 
missions shall be taken within its bounds, 

13. The President of the Conference, at 
each session, sh^ appoint one of its mem- 
bers, with an alternate, to preach a mission- 
ary sermon during its nest succeeding se&- 
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eion, at such time and place as tbe officers 
of the Conference Missionary Society shall 
desigaate, and said officers shall cause 
timely notice of such sermon to be pub- 
lished abroad. 

13. It shall be the duty of each Presiding 
Elder to see that the foregoing provisions 
are faithfully executed in his district; and 
in order thereto, he shall inqdre at each 
■session of the Quarterly Conference' what 
has been done by the Mission Committee 
toward raising funds for the support of 
missions during the preceding quarter, and 
particularly whether the Sunday- schools 
hare been organized into Missionary So- 
tieties. 

14. "When the character of the Presiding 
Elder is under examination, the Bishop 
shall ask him whether the provisions of the 
Discipline for the support of missions have 
been carried out on bis district : and when 
the character of a preacher in charge is 
esarained^ inquire of him what amount has 
been raised on his charge for missions. 

15. The Corresponding Secretary of the 
Missionary Society of the Methodist Epia- 
copai Chnrch shall be a member of such 
Annual Conference as he may, with the 
approbation of the Bishops, select. 
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16. Any Annual Conference may, at its 
option, by a vote of two thirds of its mem- 
bers, assume the responsibility of support- 
ing such missions, already estabiislied within 
its own. limits, as have hitherto been re- 
ported under the head of "Missions in the 
Destitute Portions of the Eegnlar Work ;" 
and for this purpose it shall he at liberty 
to organize a Conference Domestic Society, 
with branches ; provided such organization 
shall not interfere with the collections for 
the Missionary Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, as required by the Dis- 
cipline. Proviied, also, that in case more 
funds shall be raised for such missions than 
are needed, the surplus sliall be paid over 
to the Treasurer of the Parent Society of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, at New 
York, to be appropriated to such mission 
or missions, under the care of the Society, 
as may be deagnated by said Conference.

3. It is recommended to preachers in 
charge to make aniraally, in their several 
congregations, collections in hehalf of the 
Tract Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Ohnrch. 

SECTION IV. 
The Chartered Fund. 

Quest. I. "What further provision shall 
he made for the distressed Traveling Preach- 
ers, for the families of Traveling Preachers, 
and for the Superannuated and "Worn-out 
Preachers, and tho widows and orphans of 
Preachers? 

Atisv!. There shall be a Chartered Fund, 
to he supported hy the voluntary contribu- 
tions of our friends: the principal stock of 
which shall be funded under the direction 
of trustees chosen by the General Confer- 
ence, and the interest applied under the di- 
reotion of the General Conference, accord- 
ing to the following regulations, namely : 
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1. The Elders, and those who have the 
oversight of circuits, Bhall he collectors 
and reoeivera of snhscriptions, etc., for this 

S. The inocey shall, if possible, be con- 
veyed hj hills of exchange, or otherwise, 
throngli the means of the post, to the gen- 
eral Book Agents, who shall pay it to the 
trustees of the fund: otherwise it shall be 
brought to the ensuing Annual Conference. 

8. The interest shall he divided into 
forty-nine parts, and each of the Annual 
Conferences shall have authority to draw 
one forty-ninth part out of the fund ; and if 
in one or more Conferences a part less than 
one forty-ninth, bo drawn out of the fund in 
any given year, then in such case or cases, 
the other Annual Conferences, held in the 
same year, shall have authority, if they 
judge it necessary, to draw out of the fund 
such surplus of the interest which has not 
been apphed by the former Conferences; 
and the Bishops shall bring the necessary 
information of the Btat« of the interest of 
the fund, respecting the year in question, 
from Conference to Conference. 

4. AU drafts on the Chartered Fund shall 
be made on the President of the SE,ii fund, 
by order of the Annual Conference, signed 
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by the President, and countersigned by the 
Secretary of the said Conference. 

S. The money suhaoribed for the Char- 
tered Fnnd may be lodged, on proper securi- 
ties, in the States respectively in which it 
has been subscribed, under the direction of 
deputies living in such States respectively; 
provided such securities and such deputies 
be proposed aa shall bo approved of by the 
trustees in Philadelphia ; and the stock iu 
which it is proposed to lodge the money 
be Buf&oiently productive to ^ve sati&fae- 
tion to the trustees. 

QuM. 2. How shall vacancies in tl.e 
Board of Trustees of the Chartered Fund 
be filled? 

Answ. The Board of Trustees shall have 
power to fill any vacancy or vacancies that 
may occur in their body by death, resigna- 
tion, or otherwise, subject, however, to the 
approval of the first General Conference 
that may bo held after such vacancy oi 
" ts shall have occnrred. 
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Frwting atid GiraulatAng Books, TraeU, 
and FeriodicaU. 

1. The principal eBtabliahments of the 
Book Concern shall he in the cities of Kew^ 
York and Cincinnati ; the Agents of onr 
principal estahlishments at New York and 
Oincinnati, and the Editors of onr hooks 
and periodicals to he elected hy the Gen- 
eral Conference; and there shall be such 
other establishments as the General Con- 
ference may deem expedient. 

2. There shall he an Agent and an As- 
sistant AgeDt, both of trhom shall he chosen 
from among the Traveling Preachers, and 
shall be members of such Conferences as 
they may, with tie appi-ohation of tie 
Bishops, selects 

3. The Agents shall have authority to 
regulate the publications and all other 
parts of the hnsiness of the Concern, ex- 
cept what belongs to the editorial depart- 
ments, as the state of the finances will 
admit, and the demands may require. It 
shall he their dnty to send an eshihit of 
the state of the Book Concern at New 
York to each sesaon of the Annual Con- 
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ferences, and report qufldrenniaUy to the 
General Conference, 

4. Thej shall publish such hooka and 
tracts as are recommended by the General 
Conference, and may, if approved by the 
Editors, publish sncii as are recommended 
by the Book Committee at !New York, or 
recommended by an Annual Conference ; 
and they may reprint any book or tract 
which has been once approved and pub- 
lished by US, when in their judgment, and 
in the judgment of tie Editors, the Bame 
ought to be. reprinted; or they may pub- 
lish any new work which may he approved 
by the Editors. 

5. There shall be an Editor of the Meth- 
odist Quarterly Review and general books, 
and an Editor for the Ohriatian Advocate 
and Journal, who, if chosen from among 
de Traveling Preachers, shall be members 
of such Conferences as they may, with the 
approbation of the Bishops, ssleot. There 
shall be aa Editor at New York of Sun- 
day-school and Tract Publications, whose 
duty it shall be, in consultation with the 
Book Agents,- to superintend all sucb pub- 
lications issued at our Book Eoom, and to 
have charge of the Sunday-School Advo- 
cate or other Sunday-school and Tract 
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periodicals ; and he shall he subject to tie 
same regulations and restrietioas which 
govern the other editors ia ITew York. 
The Editor of Sunday-school puhlicationa 
shall also be the Corresponding Secretary 
of otr Sundaj-School Union, and of the 
Tract Society, 

6. The Book Committee at New Tork 
shall consist of seven Traveling Ministers,* 
to be chosen h^^the General Conference. 
During the intervals of the General Confer- 
ence, they shall have power to flU any va- 
cancy that may occur in their own body, 
Ifcshallhe thednty of theBook Comraittee 
to examine into the condition of the Book 
Concern, to inspect the acoounta of the 
Agents, and makeareport thereof yearly fa) 
all the Annual Conferences, and to the Gen- 
eral Conference, They shall also attend to 
such matters as may be referred to them by 
the Editors or Agent for their aiAion or coan- 
sel. And they sliall have power to snspend 
an Editor or Agent from his ofEoial relation 
as such, if they judge it Eecessary for the 
interests of the Church and the Concern. 
And a time shall be fixed, at as early a day 
as practicable, for the investigation of the 
official conduct of the said Editor or

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Agent, at wLidi two or more of the Bish- 
ops shall ho requested td attend'; aod hj 
the concurrence of the Bishops present, 
and of a majority of the Oommittee, he 
may be removed from office in the interval 
of the Genera! Conference, And in case 
a vacancy occurs in any of the a^ncies 
or editorial departments anthorizod hy 
the General Conference, it shall he the 
duty of the Book Comjiittee, .and two 
or more of the General Snperintendents, 
as soon as practicable, to provide for 
such vacancy until the nest General Con- 
ference. 

7. There shall be an Agent and an As- 
sistant Agent to conduct the West«m Book 
Ottncem in Cincinnati, to be chosen from 
among the Traveling Preachers, who shall 
manage the business in the western coun- 
try, BO as to co-operate with the Agents 
at New York, and shall be members of 
such Conferences as they, may, with the 
approbation of the Bishops, select. 

(1.) They shflU have authority to publish 
any book or tract which has been pre- 
viously published by the Agents at Wew 
York, when, in their judgment, and in the 
judgment of the Book Committee, the 
demand for Bnch publication will justify. 
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and the interests of the Church require it. 
Provided, they shall not reprint our lai'ge 
works, such as the Commentaries, quarto 
Bible, Wesley's and Fletcher's Works, or 
any other work, containing more than sev- 
en hundred pages. AndtieAgentsatlNew 
York shall fill the -orders for the Agents 
at Cincinnati for the plates of such hooks 
or tracts ; and when the Agents at New 
York are ahout to issue any new work of 
less than seven hundred pages, they shall, 
when practicable,- give notice to the Agents 
at Cincinna.ti, and furnish, if ordered by 
them, duplicate plat^, which, with the 
above, shall be at cost. 

(3,) They shall publish such books and 
tracts as are recommended to them tvtt 
publication by the General Oonferenc«; 
and they may publish any new work which 
shall be approved by the Editors; and 
may publish any work recommended by 
the Book Committee at Cincinnati, or by 
an Annual Conference, if approved by the 
Editors, 

(3.) Printed sheets ordered by the Agents 
from Hew York shall he sent at fitly per 
cent, and bonnd books of the General 
Cat-alogue at forty per cent., discount from 
the retail prices ; and those ordered from

(5,) The Book Committee of this depart' 
meat of t)ie Book Oonoern shall consist of 
eleven TraTeling MinistefS,* to be chosen 
by th.8 General Conference, whose powers 
and dnties in reference to this establisli- 
ment^ embracing the Sorihwestei'D Ohris- 
tian Advocate, published at Chicago, IHi-

8. Every Annual Conference sball ap- 
point a committee, who, in the absence of 
the Agent, shall attend to the collection of 
the accounts sent out from the Book Con- 
cern, and return an accurate report of 

Every Presiding Elder, Minister, and 
Preacher, shall do everything in Ms power 
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to recover all debts due to the Concern, for 
books or periodicals, withiD the bounds of 
his charge. If any person, Preacher or 
member, be indebted to the Book Concern, 
and refuse or neglect to make payment, or 
to come to a jast settlement, let him be 
dealt with in the same manner as is direct- 
ed in otheri cases of debt and disputed ac- 

9, Wheneyer a member of sa Annual 
Conference applies for a location, it shall 
be asked in ail cases. Is he indebted to the 
Book Concern ? and if it be ascertained 
that he is, the Conference shall require 
him to seonre said debt, if they judge it at 
all necessary or proper,_ before they grant 
him a location, "WheneTer any clamant 
on the fnnds of a Conference shall be in 
debt to the Book Concern, the Conference 
of which he is a member shall have power 
to appropriate the amomit of such claim, 
or any part thereof, to the payment of said 
debt 

10. ThereshallalsohepublishedthePitts- 
hargh Christian Advocate at Pittsburgh, 
Pa. ; the Sortfaern Christian Advocate in 
Western New York ; the Pacific Christian 
Advocate in Portland, Oregon ; and the 
California Christian Advocate at San Fran- 
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oiaco, California. There shall elao be for 
each of these papers a separate Pablisliing 
Committee, whose duties shaU be similar 
with regard to them Ui those of the Book 
Agents and Book Committees at Wew York 
and Ciucmnati in relation to the pubUoa- 
tiona nnder their care, so far as they may 
be applicable tti tlie establishments under 
their »uperviwon,' . 

11. The Publishing Committee of the 
Pittsbnrgh Christian AdYOcate shall consist 
of three members from Pittsburgh Confer- 
ence, two from the Erie Conference, and 
two from Western Virginia Conference, to 
be chosen by the General Conference. 

12. The publishing Committee of the 
Northern Christian Advocate shall consist 
of one member from each of the following 
Conferences, to be chosen annnally by the 
Conferences respectively, namely: Gene- 
see, East Genesee, Oneida, Black River; 
and Wyoming Conferences. 

18. The PuWisliing Committee of the 
Pacific Ohrigtian Advocaf* shall consist of 
five members of the Oregon Conference, 
to be chosen annually by said Conference. 

The Publishing Committee of the Cali- 
fornia Cliristian Advocate shall consist of 
five members of the California Conference, 
15 
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to be chosen anmially by sdd Oonfer- 

14. The Pnhlishing Oommittee in each 
of these establislimciita shall keep an ae- 
■connt of the receipts and cspenditures foi 
the paper, correspond with the Agents ot 
Ifew York, hold all moneys, after defi-ay- 
ing cnrrent espenses, Biil^ect to their order, 
and sliall report annuall/ on the st«te of 
^the estahlisliment to their Conference, and 
to the Agents at Hew York, And when- 
ever it shall be found that snch papers do 
not fullj support tiiem selves, with snch aid 
as may have been allowed them, it shall 
be the dnty of the Publishing Committees 
to discontinue thorn. 

15. The Annnal Conferences are affec- 
tionately and earnestly requested not to 
establish any more Conference papers ; and 
where snch papers exist, they may he dis- 
continued when, it can be done consistent- 
ly with existing obligations. 

16. There shall be a depo3itot7 of onr 
books at Pittsburgh, Pa. ; atBoston, Mass. ; 
and . at Buffalo, W. Y., furnished by the 
Agents at New York with fall supplies of 
iiie books of our General Catalogue, Sun- 
day-school books, and Tracts, to be sold 
for the Concern on the same tenna as at 
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New York, Friyoided, that there sliflll not 
be more than fifteen thousand (lollars' 
worth at Pittsbvirgh, nor more iJian ten 
thousand dollars' worth at Boston. There 
shall also be a depository at Cliican;ii, HI., 
and one at St. Louis, Mo., to be supplied 
by the Agents at Cincmnati. 

17. The expenses incident to the trona- 
portation, management, and sale of our 
hoolis at those depositories having been 
met out' of the sales, accordiiig to nn ar- 
rangement with the Agents, the net pro- 
ceeds shall be forwarded to said Agents as 
fast as possible.

Quest. What advice or direction shall be 
given conoeming the building or renting of 
dwelling-honses for the uae of the married 
Traveling Preachers? 

Anste. 1. It is recommended by the 
General Conference to the Traveling 
Preachers, to advise om' friends in general 
to pm'chase a lot ef ground in each circnit, 
and to build a Preacher's honae thereon, 
and to furnish it with, at least, heavy fur- 
nitare, and to settle the same on trustees 
appointed by the Quarterly Conference, ae- 
coi-ding to the Deed of Settlement publish- 
ed in our form of Discipline, 

3. The Genei'ul Conference recommend 
to all the oirouits, iu cases where'they are 
not able to comply with the above request, 
to rent a house for the married Preachoi' 
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the receipt of the Conference thereon, sliall 
be sent to the Bo(* Agents, and b'e placed 
to the credit of the person who paid the 

23. Any Traveling Preacher who may 
publish any work or hook of his own, abaJl 
he resDonsihIe to hia Conference for any 
obndflous matter or doctrine therein CMi- 
tained. 

24. No Editor, Agent, or Clerk employ- 
ed in the Book Concern, or in any depart- 
ment belonging to it, shall bo allowed in 
any ease to publish or sell books as his 
own private property, or employ his liioe 
for other parties. 
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SECTION 1. 

Methods for raising Annunl SuppUet /or 
the Pnypagniion, of the Oospel, and 
making tip the Allowance of Preachers. 
1, Tlie more effectnnllj to» raise the 
amount necessary to meet tlie above-men- 
tioned flJlowances of tlie effective Ministers 
and Preacliers, let tliere lie made weekly 
class collections iif all onr aocietiea where 
it is practicable; and in anch circuits and 
Btfltions where tlie stewards approve, large 
classes may be divided into two or three 
financial classes, toconsist of not more than 
twelv% members and a collector appointed 
by tlie preacher, (by and ivitli the advice 
and consent of the stewards,) whose duty 
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it shail be to collect weekly, monthly, or 
quarterly, as the case may be determined, 
from each, member of the class what they 
agree to pay, and the money when collect- 
ed shall be paid regnlai-ly to the dass-lead- 
er, to be bronght up by him to the leaders' 
meeting or Qnarteriy Conference, as the 
case' may he. 

2. To provide to meet the claims that may 
be presented and determined at the Annual 
Conference, everj Preaelier shall make an 
annual eoliection in every congregation of 
his charge, and the moDey so collected 
shall be lodged in the Jiandsofthe steward 
or stewards'and brought or sent to the en- 
suing Annua] Conference. 

8. Let the annual produce of tlie Charter 
Fond, as divided among the several An- 
nual Conferences, be applied witli the above 
contributions, but so as nat to militate 
againat tlie rules of the Charter Fund, and 
also the annud dividend arising from the 
profits of the Book Concern. Out of the 
money so collected and brought to the 
respective Annud Conferences, let the va- 
rious allowances agreed upon in accordance 
with tlie provisions of part ii, chap, i, § i\ 
chap, iii, I 3 ; chap, iv, § 3, be made up. 

4. Effective men who have not been able 
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to obtain their allowance from tlie people 
where they liiive labored may present a 
claim, to the Conference, to be paid out of 
the money at the disposal of the Confer- 
ence, and such claim may he paid, or any 
part thereof as the Conference may de- 
termine. 

SECTION II. 

Building and Senting Smse& for the Use 

of TrWDeling Preachers. 

Quest. What advice offlirectioa shall be 
given concerning the building or renting of 
dwelling-houses for the use of the married 
Traveling Preaehera? 

Ansm. 1. It is recommended by ihe 
General Conference to the Traveling 
Preachers, to advise our friends in general 
to purchase a lot of ground in each circuit, 
and to build a Preacher's house thereon, 
and to furnish it with, at least, heavy fur- 
niture, and to settle the same on trustees 
appointed by the Quarterly Conference, ac- 
c ording to the Deed of Settlement publish- 
ed in our form of Discipline. 

2. The General Conference recommend 
to aU the circuits, in cases where'they are 
not able to comply with the above request, 
to rent a hoase for the married Preacher 
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mid his family, (when such are stationed 
upon their circuits respectively,) and that 
the Annual Oonfurences do asast to make 
up the renta of such houses as far as they 
can, when the circuit cannot do it. 

The StewardB of each circuit and station 
shall be a standing committee (where no 
trustees are constituted for that purpose) 
to proTide houses for the families of our 
married Preachers, or to assist tlie Preach- 
ers to obtain houses for themselves when 
they are appointed to labor among them, 

3. It shall he -the dnty of the Presiding 
Elders and Preachers to use their influence 
to carry the (tbove mle? respecting building 
and renting houses for the accommodation 
of Preachers and their families into effect. 
In order to this, each Quarterly Conference 
shaU appoint a committee, (unless other 
measures have been adopted,) who, with 
the advice and aid ■ of the Preachers and 
Presiding Elders, shall devise_ such means 
a* may seem fit to raise moneys for that 
purpose. And it is recommended to the 
Annual Conferences to make a special in- 
quiry of tLeir members respecting this part 
of their duty. 

4, Any preacher who shall refuse to oc- 
cupy the house which may be provided for 
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him by the Stewards, shall therehy forfeit 
Ms claim on tlie Stewards to tlje amount 
of said house rent. Jf^ertheless, this rule 
Bhftll not apply to those preachers whose 
families are either established witliin the 
honnds of their circuits, or are so situated 
that, in tlie judgment of the Stewards, oi 
the above-mentioned committee, it is nol 
necessary, fur tlie benefit of the circuit, tc 



SECTION III. 



Qv^t. 1, Is anything advisable in regard 
Ifl building churclies? 

Answ. 1. Let all our ohnrches be built 
plain and decent, and with free seats 
wherever practicable ; but nol more ex)iens- 
ive than is absolutely unavoidable, other- 
wise tlie necessity of raising money will 
make rich men necessary to us. But if so, 
we must he dependent on them, yea, and 
governed hy tliem. And tjien farewei! to 
Metliodist discipline, if not doctrine too. 

2. In oi'der more elfoctualiy to prevent 
onr people fkim contracting debts which 
tJiey are not abl6 to discharge, it shall be 
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the duty of the Quarterly Conference of 
every eli'ciiit and station where it i3 con- 
templated to build a lionse or houses of 
worship, to secui-o tlie ground or lot on 
which such house or houses are to tw built, 
Bccording to our deed of settlemeot, wliich 
deed must be legally executed; and also 
said Quarterly Conference shall appoint a 
judicious committee of at least three mem- 
bers of our Omreh, who shall form an es- 
timate of the amount necessary to build; 
and tliree fourtlis of the money, according 
to Bueh estimate, shall he secured or sub- 
scribed heforo any such building shall be 
commenced. 

In all cases where debts for building 
houses of worship have been, or may he, 
incurred contrary to, or in disre^rd of, the 
above recommendation, our members and 
friends are requested to disconntenance, by 
declining pecuniary wd to ali agents who 
shall travel abroad beyond their own cir- 
cuits or districts for the collection of funds 
for the discharge of such debts; except in 
each pecidiar cases as may he approved by 
an Annual Conference, or suoli agents aa 
may he appohited by their authority. 

3. In future we will admit no charter, 
deed, or conveyance for any house of wor- 
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ship to be ased by us, unless it be provided 
in such charter, deed, or conveyance, that 
the trustees of said house shall at all times 
permit such ministera and preachers be- 
longing to the Methodist Episcopal Oburcb 
as shall from time to time be duly author- 
ized by the General Conference of the 
ministers of our Church, or by the Annual 
Conferences, to preach and expound God's 
holy word, and to esocute the discipline of 
the Church, and' to administer the sacra^ 
ments therein, according to the true mean- 
ing and purport of our deed of settlement. 



SECTION IV. 



1. Let nine trustees be appointed for 
holding Church property, where proper 
persons can be procured; otherwise seven 

2. W]ien a new board of trustees is to 
be created, it shall be done (except in those 
States and Territories where tiie statutes 
provide differently) by the appointment of 
the Preacher in charge, or the .Presiding 
Elder of the district. 

8. When any one or more of the trustees

vacated as aforesaid. Provided, the person 
or persona so nominated shall have been
